It*  manner  of  construction,  tbo  material  of 
Which  it  shall  lie  built  aud  it*  grade,  shall  be 
determined  by  the  City  of  Orange,  or  it*  en¬ 
gineer  aud  agent*  in  charge  of  the  work,
